This committee, as amend- 
ed by the board Tuesday night, 
will consist of 11 members, includ- 
ing the superintendent, ‘college di- 
rector, high school principai, three 
college teachers, three high school 
teachers and two members of the 
beard of education. In order to 
take any necessary action, at least. 
eight of the 11 mercbers must ap- 
prove or disapprove the measure. 

Other highlights of the-sched- 
ule: ‘ 

In those rare cases where the 
administration finds it impossible 
to hire personnel where they 
would normally fall in the salary 
schedule, they may place them not 
more than two steps above that. 
point on the schedule, from which 
they will proceed normally. 

That the administration pursue 
a policy of employing outside sub- 
stitution if possible and that no 
teachars shall be deprived of pay 
when other Chaffey teachers sub- 
stitute for him. " 

The teacher load to-be studied 
by the administration (using sub- 
committee reports as a basis) and 
equalized rather than adjusted by 
differences in pay. 

Equivalents of Practical 
Experience. 

1. In determining the CLASS 
qualifications of the teacher, units 
of academic credit for work ex- 
perience will be allowed in any 
field related to the teaching as- 
signment of the individual teach- 
er. 

2. Work experience will be ac- 
cepted as equivalent of academic 
units on the basis of 15 units for 
one year’s work of 40 weeks

Rashness or Stupidity , 
ould Start Another War 








BY DEWITT MACKENZIE 

This column has tried to anal- 
yze President Truman’s view that 
the current year “may well deter- 
the world’s future,” and 
pointed out that number one is- 
sue of the period is whether the 
cold war will develop into a 
shocting war or whether it can be 
kept within bounds. 

Britain’s outspoken Foreign 
Secretary, Ernest Bevin, now en- 
ters the discussion with the state- 
ment: “The chaotic separation of 
the western (European) powers, 
if allowed to continue, would 
leave them open as a prey.” A 
prey to what? Well, very obvious- 
ly to communist aggres. ion, which 
almost inevitably would turn the 
cold war into a hot one. 

Bevin was addressing the house 
of commons and was dealing with 
the proposed expansion of the new 
five-power alliance among.’Bri- 
tain, France, Belgiun, the Neth- 
erlands and Lidemboke 
economic and military union of 
all western Europe. He declared 
that such a union wouldn't lead 
to war and added in.effect that 
“chaotic ceparation” might lead 
to it. 

The greatest danger of war is- 
n't that any power would deliber- 
ately precipitate it. Rather it 
lies in the chance that some na- 
tion, or group, might inadvertent- 
ly do -omething, through rashness 


or stupidity, which would set the |
